Sergeants David Bly, Carlos Flores, and Lieutenant Don Slawson responded to the 
unincorporated area of Century Station to investigate a deputy-involved non-hit 
shooting. Investigators learned the following: 


On July 14, 2008, at approximately 2003 hours, Deputies Martinez and Dowdy were 
working Century Station unit 216F PM Shift, when they received a radio call to respond 
to East 70" Street in the county area of Los Angeles. The call stated there were 
several male Hispanics across the street from the informant’s location smoking illegal 
drugs. Upon their arrival the two deputies saw two male Hispanics standing in front of 


HB 70" Street. 


As the deputies exited their vehicle to contact the individuals, the males separated and 
began walking away from each other. Suspect Oscar Ramirez walked west on 70" 
Street from the location to the driveway of [J East 70” Street. Suspect Ramirez had 
his left hand in his pocket and his right hand was at his waistband. As he walked 
westbound, Deputy Martinez asked him to stop and speak with him. Suspect Ramirez 
ignored this request and turned into the driveway at [J East 70" Street and walked 
south. Deputies Martinez and Dowdy followed Suspect Martinez down the driveway 
and Deputy Martinez ordered him to stop. Again, Suspect Ramirez ignored his order. 
When Suspect Ramirez was approximately half way down the driveway he began to run 
away from the deputies. As he did so he pulled his left hand from his pocket and the 
deputies saw him throw an object onto or over the roof of the bungalow. By this time, 
Suspect Ramirez had reached the corner of the rear bungalow. As he started to turn 
the corner at the rear of the building, Suspect Ramirez, again, quickly reached to his 
waistband area while crouching down and turning toward the deputies. Deputy 
Martinez, who was in the lead, believed Suspect Ramirez was trying to retrieve a 
weapon. Fearing for his life, he fired one round from his Department issued Beretta at 
Suspect Ramirez missing him. Suspect Ramirez then immediately proned himself on 
the ground and surrendered. 


A search of the area for the object thrown was made. During that search a loaded 


Smith and Wesson 357 Caliber revolver was found in the rear yard of [J East 70" 
Street. 
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IAB Note: As the Deputies Martinez and Dowdy walked 
Suspect Ramirez back to their radio car they 
encountered the other male (Suspect Patino), who was 
walking back to the area of E. 70" Street. Deputy 
Dowdy attempted to detain him, but he tried to elbow 
Deputy Dowdy in the face. To stop his aggression, 
Deputy Dowdy punched Suspect Patino on the face and 
performed a takedown maneuver. Suspect Patino was 
then taken into custody without further incident. This 
use of force was investigated by Century Station. 


IAB Note: The summary of this incident is based on 
physica! evidence collected at the scene by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department Crime Lab personnel, IAB 
investors observations, as weli as information obtained 
from the original crime report and supplemental reports 
along with interviews of the involved employees and 
witnesses.

INVESTIGATORS OBSERVATIONS 


The physical evidence at the shooting incident, the position of Deputy Martinez’s 9MM 
shell casing, where the Suspect’s handgun was recovered, and where bullet fragments 
were found, appeared to be consistent with deputies’, witnesses’, and the suspect's 
versions of events. 


A review of calls for service and radio dispatch tapes revealed the following: 


2000 Hours: Century Station received a cail for service stating males were 
smoking marijuana across the street from | E. 70" Street. 


2009 hours: On L-Tac, Deputy Dowdy requested 216S and a Firestone unit to 
respond to E. 70" Street.

LIGHTING AND WEATHER CONDITIONS 


The incident occurred while it was still light out, during dusk hours. The weather was 
warm and clear. 


INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Martinez, Edward, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Martinez said he was working a uniformed patrol car, unit 2165/EM, with his 
artner, Deputy Travis Dowdy. 
Deputy 


Dowdy was the driver of the patrol vehicle and Deputy Martinez was the bookman. 


Deputy Martinez said they were responding to a call of possible illegal drug activity. He 
said the informant stated males across the street from her were smoking illegal drugs. 
The informant resides at [J E. 70" Street. He said they were driving eastbound on 
E. 70" Street when he saw two males standing in-between a black truck and red truck, 
both vehicles were parked in front of [J £. 70" Street. The patrol car stopped in the 
street in front of the black truck and next to a red truck. 


IAB Note: See Exhibit “B” for a photograph of where 
Deputy Dowdy stopped the patrol car. 


Deputy Martinez said as he exited the patrol car he saw a male (Suspect Ramirez) 
walking westbound away from the black truck and him. He said he started talking to the 
suspect and recognized him from a prior contact a few weeks earlier and he also 
remembered the suspect was a trustee when he worked in custody. He said he saw 
the suspect had a startled look on his face. Deputy Martinez said to the suspect, “Hey 
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let me talk to you really quick?” Deputy Martinez said he did not have his weapon 
drawn. He said the suspect looked at him and continued to walk westbound. Deputy 
Martinez said the suspect had his right hand on his waistband and his left hand inside 
his pocket. 


Deputy Martinez followed the suspect and said, “Hey can | talk to you?” The suspect 
ignored him and Deputy Martinez yelled, “Hey let me talk to you, do you live here?” He 
said the suspect's head shook back and forth, however, he did not know what question 
the suspect was responding to. Deputy Martinez heard Deputy Dowdy yell at the 
suspect, “Let me talk to you, come here, come talk to my partner.” 


Deputy Martinez said the suspect was still walking away and turned southbound on a 
driveway located at He. 70th Street. He followed the suspect and he said Deputy 
Dowdy was behind him. He said he kept watching the suspect and did not turn to look 
at Deputy Dowdy, however, he could hear him behind him. Deputy Martinez said the 
driveway was long with four individual bungalows on the eastside of the driveway and a 
fence on the westside. He said he followed the suspect approximately half way down 
the driveway. He said the suspect still had his right hand in his waistband area and his 
left hand in his pocket. The suspect was walking in the middle of the driveway and 
Deputy Martinez said he was walking near the west fence line. He said the suspect 
started to run when he reached the beginning of the third bungalow. Deputy Martinez 
said he started running after him. 


IAB Note: See exhibit “C” for a diagram drawn by 
Deputy Martinez. 


Deputy Martinez said he followed the suspect, offset at an angle, because if the 
suspect turned eastbound at the end of the bungalows, he did not want to approach the 
comer or suspect in the blind. He said he wanted to keep visual contact of the suspect 
as he turned the corner at the end of the bungalow. He said as the suspect started to 
run the first few steps, the suspect took his left hand out of his pocket and flung an 
object into the air. Deputy Martinez said he did not know what the object was, but knew 
the suspect threw something and continued to run. He said it all happened quickly and 
“red flags" went off in his head. He decided he was more committed to detain the 
suspect based on everything he observed. He said the suspect continued to run toward 
the end of the bungalows. 


1AB Note: A search of the area for the object thrown 
was made. During that search a loaded Smith and 
Wesson 357 Caliber revolver was found in the rear yard 
of HI East 70" Street. 


Deputy Martinez said, “At the end of the bungalows. As he turns the corner, he takes 
about two to three steps | believe, and he immediately just, he pivots, he pivots to his 
left and he just, he has his (right) hand in his waistband, he pivots down like he 
crouches down, pivots to his left and he’s up like that on me.” He continued and said, 
“He was like, it was like a, like a shooting stance to me. You know, that’s what |, like a 
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combat shooting stance. Crouching down you know, like in a catcher type you know, 
but one leg is, his left leg was up a little bit further than his right leg. So it kind of looked 
like he was, | don’t know how to explain it really. He was just crouched down and yeah, 
he went with his left and he came up on me.” 


Deputy Martinez said at this point he was “in fear for my life” and drew his weapon. He 
said, “ As soon as | saw him, because | just had visual cf him the whole time and as 
soon as | saw him like crouch down, which was a really, it was really sudden, as soon 
as | saw him crouch down you know, | immediately got out of the holster and | got my 
duty weapon out of the holster and | shot from the hip and thinking that he went, you 
know I perceived a threat. | thought he had something in his hand. | saw that he had 
already tossed something. So and | didn’t know what it was. Just based on the fact 
that he crouches down, he lowers his you know, his stature you know. For whatever 
reason, that to me is a tactic and you know, if you're going to get in a fire fight you 
know, you're going to lower yourself down in order.” 


Deputy Martinez said he thought the suspect was going to shoot at him. The suspect 
was approximately eight to twelve feet away from him when he shot. He said the 
suspect approached the corner close to the bungalow and he approached the corner 
wide, close to the west fence line. He said he shot in a aasterly direction. He said he 
was shooting from the hip and shot at the suspect with the backdrop of the garage in 
the rear of E. 70" Street. He said there were no other persons in the rear yard of 

or E. 70" Street when he shot. Deputy Martinez said approximately five 
seconds passed from the time the suspect started running until he shot. 


Deputy Martinez said after he shot, the suspect immediately fell to the ground. He said 
he thought his round hit the suspect. He holstered his weapon and approached the 
suspect. He took the suspect into custody, handcuffing him without further incident and 
discovered his round missed the suspect. 


IAB Note: It is approximately 120 feet from the 
beginning of the driveway to the end of the last 
bungalow. It is approximately 65 feet from the area 
Deputy Martinez said the suspect started running to 
where the suspect went to the ground. 


Deputy Martinez said as the suspect first started to walk down the driveway he told him 
to stop and talk to him. He said he could not see the suspect’s hands and that 
concerned him. After Deputy Martinez reviewed his first report, he said he did order the 
suspect to stop and to show his hands. 


In the approximate five seconds he started the foot pursuit until he shot, Deputy 


Martinez said he did not think about transmitting he was in foot pursuit nor he did hear 
Deputy Dowdy broadcast they were in foot pursuit.

SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


DOWDY, Travis, Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Dowdy said he and his partner, Deputy Edward Martinez, were responding to a 
call of possible illegal drug activity. He said the informant stated males across the 
street from her were smoking illegal drugs. The informant resides at | £. 70" 
Street. He said they were driving eastbound on E. 70" Street when he saw two males 
standing in-between a black truck and red truck parked in front of JE. 70" Street. 
He said he stopped the parol car in the street in front of the black truck and next to a 
red truck. He said he saw the suspect and he had a startled look on his face. The 
suspect turned to his left and Deputy Dowdy said the suspect made an effort to hide his 
hands. He said the suspect was trying to avoid contact with them. 


Deputy Dowdy said they exited the patrol car and they saw the suspect. He said, “We 
both got out of the car and walked over here so we could see him, because we lost 
sight of him for a second and just began to tell him, “Hey, come here. What are you 
doing? Stop, talk to us.” and he just kept walking, looking over his shoulder, kept 
walking. Then he made a turn down the driveway of B0" Street. Same 
thing. | knew he could hear us, because he would look back, but he had one hand in 
his pocket and one hand just in front of him.” 


Deputy Dowdy said the suspect looked at him and continued to walk westbound, then 
southbound on the driveway at JE. 70" Street. He said he and Deputy Martinez 
were walking, following the suspect to see what he was doing. He said Deputy 
Martinez was approximately eight to ten feet in front of him (Dowdy). He said the 
suspect had a “gangster appearance.” He heard Deputy Martinez ask the suspect if he 
lived in the area and saw the suspect shake his head back and forth. He said, “I know 
Martinez asked him if he lived there and he, when, as I’m talking to him he’s going like 
this, which | thought he was shaking his head no. Either l'm not cooperating with you or 
he was responding to the do you live there question.” He also heard Deputy Martinez 
order the suspect to “stop and show me your hands.” 


He said when the suspect was approximately 60 feet down the driveway, he saw him 
start to “sprint.". Deputy Dowdy said after the suspect started sprinting, he could not see 
him because Deputy Martinez was blocking his view. However, he said he saw the 
suspect again when he started to turn east around the corner of the last bungalow. He 
and Deputy Martinez ran after the suspect. He said he did not see the suspect throw 
any objects at anytime. 
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Deputy Dowdy said Deputy Martinez started running wide, moving to the west side of 
the driveway. When Deputy Martinez ran wide, Deputy Dowdy said he saw the suspect 
start rounding the comer. Deputy Dowdy said, “He, it looked like he was just going to 
turn and keep running, but as soon as he went to make the turn, he just crouched down 
and turned like this, with this hand (right hand) down towards his waist area.” He said 
the suspect then quickly turned his body to the left. At this point, Deputy Dowdy said he 
heard one gun shot. He looked at Deputy Martinez and saw he had his weapon in his 
hand. He said he did not see Deputy Martinez draw his weapon. 


Deputy Dowdy said the suspect immediately laid on the ground and they approached 
him. He said they handcuffed the suspect without further incident. 


Deputy Dowdy said he had drawn his weapon, but does not remember when, saying, “l 
usually, if | begin to run, | draw my weapon. | don’t recall doing it, | just do it. | don’t 
recall when | did it.” 


Deputy Dowdy said when the suspect first started to walk away from them he did not 
think about requesting backup. He said, “Oh no, no, no, not when he was walking, 
because people do that to us every day. We were, it’s not as if we were trying to 
capture him. | was still seeing if he would respond to some verbal commands and there 
was still that chance that he might, because people do that just to walk in their house to 
get, | mean it's not because they're criminals. Some people just don’t want to talk to 
police.” 


Deputy Dowdy further said regarding why he did not broadcast they were in foot pursuit, 
“Initially no, because it's twenty feet and that shock of him running you know, if it had 
went another twenty feet yeah, that would have, my first impulse is to see what's going 
on first, then get on the radio. No, my first is to make sure I’ve got my gun out and my 
partner’s okay and then | mean maybe he would stop immediately, but if he would have 
rounded the corner, we would have backed off and got on the radio.” He said they were 
in foot pursuit for only a “couple of seconds.”

CIVILIAN STATEMENTS 


Mr. [EB said he saw deputies arrive in front of [J 70" Street and a male (suspect) 
run from them. He saw the deputies foliow the suspect down a driveway and he then 
heard the sound of, what he thought was, firecrackers. He then saw the deputies 
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walking the suspect back to the patroi car. 


Ms. HE saic she was standing outside of her house when she saw the suspect 
running down a driveway across the street from her. She saw the deputies following 
the suspect and she heard one gun shot. 


Mr. [BI said he saw two males running west toward Central Ave (NFD). 


Mr. (EE said he standing on his porch and saw a patrol car driving eastbound on 
70" Street and saw two males run from the red truck down the driveway of Jj 70" 
Street, which is across the street from his house. He saw the deputies make contact 
with a few remaining males at the truck. He saw those males travel down the same 
driveway with the deputies following them. He heard one gun shot and then saw the 
deputies walking back to the patrol car with the suspect. 


Ms. [EB said she was inside her livingroom when she heard gunfire or fireworks. 
She exited her home and saw a deputy on the ground s:ruggling with the suspect in the 
rear yard of JE. 70° Street. 


Mr. HS sei he was watching television and heard what he thought was one gun 
shot (NFD).

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SUSPECTS STATEMENTS 


Ramirez, Oscar 


Suspect Ramirez said he was on E. 70" Street visiting a girl when deputies saw him 
walking on the street by himself. He said the deputies were patrolling the street when 
they passed him, stopped the car in the street, and then put the vehicle in reverse. He 
said he must of looked like a suspect. He said “Deputy Martinez” exited the patrol car 
and said, “Hey.” Suspect Ramirez looked back at Deputy Martinez. He said he 
smoked marijuana earlier and he became “panicky.” He said he walked fast away from 
the deputies, then ran down the driveway to the rear of the apartments (bungalows at 
HB E 70th Street). 


Suspect Ramirez said as he ran down the driveway, he reached into his pocket with his 
right hand to retrieved a baggie of marijuana. He said he threw the marijuana over the 
roof of one of the bungalows. As he reached the rear of the bungalows, he said Deputy 
Martinez said, “Freeze, don’t run. Why are you running from me.” Suspect Ramirez 
said he turned around and looked at Deputy Martinez. He said at that time Deputy 
Martinez shot one round at him. 


Suspect Ramirez said he moved to the side and Deputy Martinez said, “Get against the 
wall or I'll kill you.” He said he moved against the wall and Deputy Martinez handcuffed 
him. Later in the interview, Suspect Ramirez said after Deputy Martinez shot, he told 
him (Ramirez) to get on the ground. He said the “Senior” (Deputy Dowdy) arrived at the 
scene after just after he was handcuffed. 


Suspect Ramirez denied being in front of JE. 70" Street and denied being with 


other males standing near a truck. He denied possessing or throwing a handgun when 
he was running from the deputies. 
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
